Prices Ruled Higher In 1923 Than In 
Previous Year 

Statistical tables in-the report of the 
director of the Dominion Experimental 
Farms for the year ending. March 31, 
1924, give comparisons for the years 
1922 and 1923 of yields and prices of 

_|farm crops {n Canada, and a compari- 
son between the yields and prices in 
the eastern provinces, the prairie 
provinces, and British Columbia. 
These tables show an increase in 
price for the crops in 1923 compared 
with 1922, in the case of fall wheat, 
from $1.01 to $1.02 per bushel; flax 
seed from $1.72 to $1.77; corn for 
husking, from 83 cents to 92 cents; 
potatoes from 90 cents to $1.02 per 
hundredweight; and turnips, mangels, 
ete., from 54 cents to 59 cents, also per 
hundredweight. Buckwheat was sta- 
tionary at $4 cents per bushel. 

The total yield of the crops increas- 
ed in the majority of instances in 1923 
over 1922, the exceptions being: Rye, 
which decreased from 32,373,400 bush- 
els to 23,231,800 bushels; peas from 
3,170,100 bush. to 2,898,200 bush.; 
beans from 1,303,300 bush. to 1,041,- 
700 bush.; corn for husking from 13,- 
798,000 bush. to 13,608,000 bush.; 
potatoes from 655,745,300 hundred- 
welght to 55,497,000 hundredweight; 
turnips, mangels, etc., from 43,973,500 
hundredweight to 38,116,500 hundred- 
weight; and fodder corn from 5,879,000 
tons to 5,320,800 tons.

The decision of a waloulty of the members of the Board of Railway Com- 
missioners ordering the withdrawal from operation of the Crow's Nest Pass 
freight rates, raises one of the biggest domestic issues ever confronting the 
people of Canada, The question involved in this amazing order is not merely 
one of dollars and cents to the people based on the rates of freight they shal} 
be called upon to pay.

Described. By Lord Beaverbrook 


Interesting “observations on “My 
Journey in Canada” by Lord Beaver- 
brook appear in his paper, the London 
Express; in a recent issue. Lord 
Beaverbrook’s article fovlows: 

The Canadian dollar is now al par- 
ity of exchange and often al more than 
parity. In other words, the Canadian 


“dollar is normally worth as much, as 


the American dollar and on occasion 
more. Canada’s currency is there- 
fore today as good as the best in the 
world, and sometimes better. And 
this fact is, of course, but a reflection 
of the unbounded prosperity of the 
Dominion. Yet how many people are 
there in Europe, outside strictly busi- 
ness and financial circles, to whom 
this news will not come as a surprise? 
We are too accustomed to look tor 
currency values to New York and to 
forget Montreal or ‘'oronto—possibly 
because they happen to be inside the 
empire. 

The Canadian dollar is yaluable be- 
cause Canada is rich and prosperous. 
Its prosperity springs fgrom_ three 
great primary sources of national 
wealth. There are the minerals, the 
gold and the silver, of Ontario. Look- 
ing to the west there are ithe vast 
wheat fields of the prairies—-them- 
selves exploited in a manner of in- 
dustrial efficiency which suggests the 
operation .of mining from the soil 
rather than the old agricultural meth- 
ods in vogue In England. Looking 
again to the cast, Canada is mining 
the vast forests which nature has 
spread so abundantly for her, to sup- 
ply Fleet Sireet‘and the world with 
newsprint. ‘The timber ts cut, the 
logs go to the mill, the wood pulp to 
the paper machines, and the forests 
groan in order that the journalist may 
perspire. Canada, in 
great. national mine of undeveloped 
resources. 

Such are the vital resources of tho 
Dominion. And in consequence of 
thelr vigorous exploitation there is in 
Canada no “dole” today. ‘The em- 
ployed have not to pay a tax to main- 
tain the unemployed, and the finance 


of the state is not therefore subjected: 


to this continuous drain. ‘There is no 
unemployment problem in the Domin- 
jon in the sense in which we are com- 
pelled to face it in Great Britain—that 
is to say of persistent unemployment 


“over long periods due in no way to the 


fault of the worker. -The unemploy- 
ed In Canada under ordinary condi- 
tions are simply those who are phy- 
sically incapable of prolonged labor or 
those who have a natural distaste for 
the sort of employment which lies to 
their hand. 

There are other factors which have 
enabled the Dominion to make its as- 
tounding recovery from the efforts ot 
the war and the bad world conditions 


“which accompanied the post-war per- 


iod. Among these I would place her 
admirable banking system. It is the 
soundest in the world and the strong- 
est. I have not looked into the fig- 
ures, but I feel sure that the savings 
of Canadians per head exceed those ot 
the people of any other country, not 
excluding the United States. The 
heads of the banking world are there- 
fore of primary importance to the safe 
and prosperous conduct of Canadian 
lMfe and industry, ‘Their. relative 
standlng is enhanced by the fact that 
Canada, untike the powers and nations 
of Europe, lias practically no external 
difficulties. Her problems are pure- 
ly internal, and it is this faet which 
makes the banker, rather than = the 
politician, the King of Canada. 
Another vital factor in the progress 
of the Dominion will be found In its 
educational system. fducation is 
frec to everybody, and all children at- 
tend the same schools on a footing of 
absolute equality. In this way the 
Intelligence of the whole mass of the 
people is given a free vent, and we 
possess in real truth and actuality 
that equality of opportunity of which 


the democrat has always dreamed, And | 


Latiribute the gieat progress that the 
country is making largely to the fact 
that there is nothing to prevent any 
lad in any walk of life today taking 
the place and playing the role now oc- 
cupied by men like Sir Vincent Mere- 
dith and Sir Herbert Tlolt—as the new 
generation succeeds the present one. 

The knowledge that this is so gives 
a tremendous stimulus to the energies 
of the individual. Ie devotes him- 
self to developing the resources of his 
country and not grumbling about the 
Hmitatlons of a Hfe which has in fact 
no limitation. : 

To a sound system of education 
there is added a sound theory and 
practice of government. Canada en- 
joys excellent administrations—so 
{lat we may hope that good govern- 
ment has become a matter of fixed 
habit. All governments have, of 
course, their critics, and rightly so,

| Brick From Saskatchewan Clay | Millions Ready To — 


Deposits at Claybank Are Being 
Successfully. Exploited 

More -than 3,000,000 face and fire 
bricks and 750,000 hard burned vitri- 
fled brick fcr roundhouse work for 
the Canadian National Railways have 
been manufactured at Claybank, Sask., 
this year, according to T. M. Molloy, 
commissioner of the bureau of labor 
and industries, who returned from a 
tour of inspection of clay deposits in 
Southern Saskatchewan. | 

Dr. Chas. Camsell, deputy minister 
of the Federal department of mines, 
and A. J. C. Nettell, Vancouver, Brit- 
ish Columbia representative of the 
geological survey, accompanied| Mr. 
Molloy on the trip. “sgh | 

Dr. Camsell expressed himself as 
surprised at the extensive area coy- 
cred by clay deposits in Southern 
Saskatchewan and was greatly inter- | 
ested in studying fossils of the-differ- 
ent claypits visited to determine their 
‘age and origin. He found the clay 
free from impurities and of good tex- 
ture. 

Mr. Molloy said next year will prob- 
ably see a big reduction in the import 
of fire brick and refractory shapes 
due to the extended use of Saskatche- 


cessfully uscd in the early stages of 
the manufacture of fire clays at Clay- 
bank and experiments are being con- 
ducted to find a way of using lignite 
in all stages of the production if pos- 
sible. 

It is claimed there is enough clay 
in sight at Ulaybank to permit of the 
manufacture of 50,000 bricks a day for 
the next 200 years.

“Unless 
many Canadians display a greater 
measure of confidence in their coun- 
try and its possibillties ‘than they 
have been ‘loing in recent years, the 
effect will be to retard development 
in immigration,” Dr. Black declued, 
. “Millions of people dre available for 
settlement in Canada, who will come 
ag soon as they are satisfied that it 
will be to their advantage to emigrite 
and they can arrange to do so.” 

Dr. Black declared himself opposed 
to the system of directing newcom- 
ers Wholly to Western Canada and said 
he believed there were many desir- 
able and adaptable settlers In Great 
Britain who, while they might not suc- 
ceed In the prairie provinces, would 
find themselves at home and would 
make a sucecs sof life in British Col- 
umbia, Ontario, Quebee or the Muari- 
time Provinees. ‘The policy of direct- 
ing newcomers to the parts of Canada 
most suitable for them, his department 
intended to adhere to.

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CALLING 
A MOOSE 


During the § weeks Mr. Moose must 
pit his strategy and cunning against 
gun-lacen men, ‘The legal protection 
insures the perpetuation of these ant- 
mals and the continuance of royal 
sport. 

One may plimge into a New Bruns- 
wick wilderness at many points and 
come out with a bagged moose, but 
the better known districts are along 
the Miramichi, Restigouche, Tobique, 
Nepisiquit, St. Croix, St. John and 
Madawaska Rivers, where both moose 
and guides flourish. The Neplsiquit 
claims, the honor of having produced 
ono of the largest heads ever taken out 
of Canada. It was taken in 1917 and 
has well formed antlers with a spread 
of 72 inches and 27 points. This 
trophy fcll to the lot of an Ontario 
hunter, and two other fine heads with 
spreads of 681% and 66 inches fell to

Rhode Island and New Hampshire 
mien, 

Two methods are followed in moose 
hunting—calling and stalking. The 
first is practiced during the first weeks 
of the hunting season and takes ad- 
vantage of the mating instinct to lure 
the bull moose to sudden death while 
rendezvous-bound. Tho other method 
Is often termed “still hunting’ and 
calls into play the highest art.of hunt- 
er and guide to get within shooting 
distance, for » moose’s sense of smell 
is very keen and the fulntest scent of 
man sends him plunging out of reach. 
Cows and calf moose are protected at 
all times, so too, aré bulls under three 
years of age. 

Tho season for moose hunting in 
New Brunswick {s Oct. Ist to Nov. 
30th, and the bag Hmit is one bull 
moose and two deer, per hunter. 
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From the time the first forecast of 
the 1924 wheat crop of Western Can+ 
ada was hazarded, estimates have 
been continually rising until the lat- 
est government figures to be publish- 
ed show a drastic variance from those 
which were based upon conditions in 
the earlier part of the season. Once 
more Western Canada has shown that 
such are the reeuperative powers of 
its sofl and climate over a poor start, 
that it is never safe to venture a dog- 
matic op{nion as to the ultimate out- 
come of the harvest. What many 
accepted as a situation of some gloom 
and pessimism has changed to one ot 
realization that the state of things is, 
on the whole, satisfactory. 

As a matter of fact, the situation fs 
even better than that and justifies a 
much more pronounced attitude of 
satisfaction and optimism. Inevit- 
ably the 1924 wheat crop Is regarded 
in a comparative manner with the fig- 
ures of the phenomenal and record 
Yield of 1923 ranged mentally along- 
side. The comparison is, however, 
not carried far enough and the real- 
ization driven home that only on four 
occasions jin fhe history of the Can- 
adfan West has a greater volume of 
wheat been larvested than that fore- 
cast in the ‘atest government figures, 
which must too, be regarded as being 
on the conservative side, as other ex- 
pert authorities place the anticipated 
yield twenty per cent. higher. The 
government cstimate indicates’ a 
greater wheat yield than that har- 
vested In any year since 1915, with the 
exeeplion of 1921, 1922 and 1928. If 
values are taken into account, the 
1924 wheat crop of Western Canada 
becomes yet more signifleant and far- 
mers should benefit to a substantlally 
greater extent from the 1924 harvest 
than the record one of 1923. The 
pricés prevaillng last year brought to 
the prairle provinces for their wheat 
crops a total of $294,298,000. At the - 
prices at which It is antleipated the 
1924 wheat crop of this territory will 
be sold, the provinces of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta should re- 
ceive at Teast $800,000,000. 

The wheat crop of the Canadlan 
prairie provinces has such a bearing 
on world supply, is coming to mean so 
much more annually in this regard, 
and is so easily the largest single pro- 
ductive item in this territory, that its 
volume and value have come to be al- 
most unfversally accepted as stand- 
ards of general agricultural produc- 
tlon and as indications of the average 
prosperity of the farming population. 
As a mutter of fact, this Is becoming 
true to 4 lesser extent each year. 

At the present tlme the wheat crop 
of Western Canada accounts for bare- 
ly fifty per cent. of the agricultural 
revenue of that area, Whilst wheat 
acreage i3 increasing at a healthy, 
normal rate, the many phases of mix- 
ed activity are more rapidly growing 
in popularity. Such issues as cattle 
and hog rearing, dalry production, 
poultry and eggs, and apiculture are 
coming to mean a great deal more in 
revenue to the western farmer, and his 
financlal standing is tending to get 
farther away from a dependence upon 
the wheat crop alone. 

In the general betterment the year 
has brought in most of these agricul- 
tural] lines, a greater revenue will be 
secured, supplementing that derived 
from the wheat crop and materially 
improving the condition of the farmer 
in Western Canada. 
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Waste In Smoke Slight 


Most of Coal Goes Up Chimney As 
Atmospheric Gases 

Every time a ton of coal is burned 
{n the family furnace, seventeen tons 
of gas go up the chimney, sixteen of 
which are the gases of the atmosphere, 
either free or in combination with the 
elements of which the coal is formed. 

A little more than twelve {ons are of 
nitrogen, which goes through the firo 
unchanged. Nearly four tons of oxy- 
gen ure needed to burn thé coal and 
this oxygen all goes up the flue as car- 
bon dioxide, sulphur dioxide and water 
vapor. 

Most of the coal, 1,500 pounds or so. 
also goes up the chimney, principally 
as carbon dioxide, less than one part 
in a hundred forming smoke.

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How Manitoba Derived Its Name 


Writers Differ As To The Origin Of 
This Euphonious Word 

Manitoba is so euphonious a name 
that its use was extended from the 
lake to which it was first applied to 
that of the province created 12th May, 
1870. Manitoba, however, was not 
the name by which the lake was first 
known to white men. Its discover- 
ers and expiorers were the La Veren 
dryes, father and son, in 1738 and 1739. 
The name applied by La Verendrye in 
his journal for 1788-39 is Lac des 
Prairies or, in English, Lake of the 
Prairies. ‘ Other early names are 
Prairie Lake, Meadow Lake, Lake of 
the Meadows, also Assiniboine Lake in 
various forms of the term the refer- 
ence being to the Assiniboine Indians 
who dwelt on its shores. On the map 
accompanying Alexander Mackenzie's 
voyages, published in London in 1801 
the lake is called Manitaubos. Num- 
erous other forms of the word Mani- 
toba are met with. The name is ex- 
plained in two ways. The explana- 
tion generally accepted derives it 
from Cree manito-wapow or the Ojib- 
way manito-baw meaning the strait 
of the manito or spirit. According to 
this explanation the name was first 
applied to an island in the narrows. 
H. Y. Hind, of Toronto, in his narra- 
tive of “The Canadian Red River Ex- 
ploring Expedition of 1857-8," says: 
“The origin of this superstition in re- 
lation to Manitoba Island is due to the 
sounds produced by the waves as they 
beat upon the beach at the foot of the 
cliffs near its northern extremity. 
During the night time when a gentle 
breeze is blowing from the north, the 
various .sounds heard on the island 
are quite sufficient to strike awe into 
the minds of the superstitious In- 
dians.” @This explanation {is concur- 
red in by Mr. J. B. Tyrrell, who writes 
in the report of the Geological Survey 
for 1890 that the limestone in a beach 
on the. island “is very compact and 
resonat and when the waves beat 
against this beach and throw these 
resounding pebbles one on another, 
the roaring sound will undoubtedly be 
produced which has given rise to the 
superstition among the Indians.” 
La Verendrye, as noted above, cail- 
ed the lake, Lake of the Prairie, and 
there are those who think that this is 
the meaning of the Indjan name, Abbe 
Dugas is a strong supporter of the lat- 
ter definition and in his book “The 
Canadian West” published in Montreal 
in 1896 upholds this view. After 
arguing on the point of language he 
concludes: “The Indians who dwelt : 
' 


the shores of Lake Manitoba and the 
banks of the Assiniboine at the time 
of its discovery were Assiniboines 
whose language resembles that of the 
Sioux. There were the tribes Mata- 
toba, Hic toba, Ti toba. . This ter-- 
mination toba in their language signi- 
fies ‘prairie’ and mine means ‘water.’ 
Mine sota means ‘yellow water,’ mine 
apolis, ‘water town.’ Mine toba 
means ‘water or lake of the prairies.’ 
The English successors to the French 
pronounced ‘mine’ as if ‘my’ ni’ and 
hence Manitoba.” 

The above information is summar- 
ized in the 18th Report of the Geo-! 
graphic Board 
published which gives the meaning of} 
many Canadian place-names,

Economic Conditions Are 
Most of the Unrest 

There is no doubt as to the greal 
amount of unrest in India, but that 
unrest has an economic aswell as a 
political basis, and a recent article in 
The Round Table points this out. The 
writer calls attention to the fact that 
between 1872 and 1921 the population 
of India increased from 206,162,360 to 
318,942,480, or more than 50 per cent., 
and that the great difficulty is to make 
food production keep*pace with the | 
increase of population. Wages are 
very low, farm wages being about six 
cents a day in 1900, and eighteen cents 
a day in 1922, but with the cost of liv- 
ing considerably increased India’s mil- 
lions are underfed and badly clothed 
and housed. Britain has been doing 
what she could to increase production, 
but the progress is slow. Our mls- 
sionaries jn India, ever keen to recog- 
nize the real needs of the people, are

now establishing mission agricultural 
stations with the aim of giving India 
better cattle and better farms, so that 
the people may not go perpetually hun- 
gry. Humanity and Christianity are 
very closely allied. But the feeding 
of 300,000,000 of people is no light 
task, and the uplift of India demands 
sanest constructive Christian states- 
manship. Changing the form of gov- 
‘ernment would not solve this problem 
at all.—Christian Guardian.

Relics Of By-Gone Days 


Brings Home Old Chest of Spanish 
Pirates From Southern Seas 

Relics full of romance have been 
brought from the Caribbean Sea _ to 
Toronto by W. W. Tretheway, sou- 
venirs of his yachting cruise. He ob- 
tained them from Sam Brown, a treas- 
ure-seeker, who is constantly search- 
ing in this sea for ancient spoil. One 
of Mr. Tretheway’s souvenirs is an or- 

nate hammered steel chest of the pir- 
ate period of 300 years ago, when buc- 
caneers adventuring from the Spanish 
Main took what they found and asked 
no man’s authority.

Believe Rigid Paralysis Can Be Cured 
- By Operation . 

Chicago.—An operation which is be- 
lieved to.offer a partial cure for rigid | 
paralysis was performed here by Dr. 
J. G. Huater, professor of anatomy, 
and Dr. N. D. Royle, orthopedic sur- 
geon.

DISMANTLE THE 
ZEPPELIN WORKS 


Paris—The French’ reaction to the 
successful flight of the ZR-3 is a feel- 
ing that Germany should be called 
upon immediately to dismantle the 
Zeppelin works at Friedrichshafen as 
provided by the Treaty of Versailles. 
The French Government, however, is 
understood to be reluctant to place 
the subject before the ambassadors’ 
council at this moment, because im- 
mense interest is aroused over the 
arrival of the dirigible. 

The question whether Germany shall 
be allowed to build any more Zeppe- 
lins as large as the ZR-3 is within the! 
province of the ambassadors’ council 
to decide. The council, with great 
reluctance and after six months insis- 
tence by the United States ambassa- 
dor, gave permission to build the ZR-3, 
it being understood by all the govern- 
ments represented on the council that 
this was an exception which could not 
be taken in future as a precedent. 
Ambassador Herrick obtained the 
consent of the ambassadors’ council to 
a ship of 70,000 cubic meters capacity. 
The council, disregarding the collec- 
tive negative opinion of the inter- 
allied military high commission, which 
ruled against the request because 
military opinion was absolutely oppos- 
ed to authorizing Germany to perfect 
an air fleet. When Mr. Herrick took 
the question up with his individual 
colleagues on the ambassadors’ coun- 
cil, all four governments, British, 
French, Italian and Belgian, denied 
having taken the initiative in the re- 
fusal and placed the responsibility on 
the others. Japan preserved an at- 
titude of reserve.

PEACE MESSAGE 
FOR GERMANY 


Washington.—The ZR-3 was declar- 
ed by Secretary Wilbur, speaking in 
behalf of the navy, to be “a symbol of 
peace and friendship between her 
owners, and other nations.” To fur- 
ther define her role, he said the ship 
would be re-christened “Los Angeles” 
when the, government formally takes 
possession. 

Mr. Wilbur’s announcement wags 
made in the course of a speech at a 


‘tuncheon to Dr. Hugo Eckener, head 


of the German Zeppelin Company, 
and several executives of the air 
cruiser during their visit to Wash- 
ington. The party was received by 
President Coolidge, who reiterated the 
congratulations he had telegraphed on 
the arrival of the ZR-3 at Lakehurst, 
and, after a conference with the na- 
tional advisory council for aeronautics, 
the party returned to Lakehurst to re- 
sume supervision of activities at the 
field. 

Announcing his selection of ‘Los 
Angeles” as the future name of the 
Shenandoah’s consort, Secretary Wil- 
bur expressed the hope it may not 
only be a constant reminder of the 
Angel's song, but also that on each 
Christmas eve from-her place in the 
heavens the song may again be broad- 
cast to the world: “Peace to men ot 
good-will.” The visit of.ZR-3 was of 
great significance, he said, assuring 
the German officials that the flag 
which would replace theirs on the 
ship’s forepeak would be that of a na- 
tion “honestly desiring the prosperity 
and happiness of all the German peo- 
ple.” 

Later addressing the advisary coun- 
cil, Dr. Eckner predicted the “certain 
development” of trans-oceanic trans- 
portation along the lines pioneered by 
the ZR-3. In answer to questions, he 
said that type of ship was the logical 
carrier for the new trade because of 
the measure of comfort afforded, its 
safety in all weather, and the ease 
of improvements along necessary.

Development Of 
The Northlan 


Trade and Civilization Advancing Into 
Northern Areas Of Canada 

Trade and civilization are steadily, 
ff slowly, advancing down the Mac- 
kenzie Valley, and the inhabitants of 
that extensive region are being 
brought more into touch each year 
with the outside world. An officer 
of the North West Territories and 
Yukon Branch of the Department of 

_the Interior made an inspection of the 

Upper Mackenzie and the Great Slave 
Lake districts during the past sum- 
mer and reported conditions of trans- 
portation, trade, hunting, health of in- 
habitants, education, ete. sats factory, 
and the herd of wild wood buffalo, 
which has its habitat In the country 
west of Fort Smith, to be thriving and 
inicreasing in number. 

The route of travel into the country 

is by railway trom Edmonton to 
Waterways, thence by boat down the 
Athabasca and Slave Rivers to Creat 
Slave Lake and the Mackenzie River. 
A good deul of the inspection work on 
this occasion was done by means of 
wu gasoline launch in visiting such 
points as Resolution and Hay River at 
the southwest end of Great Slave 
Lake, Providence on the Mackenzie 
River, and Yellowknife River and Fort 
Rae on the north arm of Great Slave 
Luke. Care had to be exercised in 
simall boat 
across the wide stretches of the lake. 
Navigation has, however, been- im- 
proved by aids in the form ot buoys 
and beacons and by the building of 
wharves at Chipewyan and Resolution. 
The fur-bearing animals during last 
winter were reported to be about the 
average in number. The hospitals 
and schools are efliciently conducted 
and the number of pupils has increas- 
ed. Wherever cultivation was car: 
ried on, garden_vegetables and flowers 
were growing in profusion, and at sey- 
cral points where there were farms, 
cereals and roots promised a good 
yield. Prospecting for minerals, in- 
cluding petroleum, is steadily prose- 
cuted but no large “strikes” have been 
recorded recently. 

One of the most Important develop- 
ments of the year was the establish- 
ment of a wireless statlon at Simpson. 
When this is fully completed working 
communication can be malintalned be- 
tween Dawson, Yukon Territory and 
Edmonton. ‘This will be of great ser- 
vice to all persons having business in 
the Territories, and it 15 expected that 
as soon as regular communication is 
established, wireless apparatus will be 


- installed on the steamers plying the 


Mackenzie so that all travellers will 
be in receipt of dally news from the 
outside world. ‘I'he Joss of the Hud- 
o0n’s Bay Company ship, tbe Lady 
Kindersley, which was caught in the 
ice, north of Point Barrow, Alaska, 
with a complete wireless outiit for 
Herschel, will delay the erection of 
that station, but will not affect the 
operation of the other four stations at 
Dawson, Mayo, Simpson and Tedmon- 
ton. ‘The first two have been in oper- 
ation for a year and the last two will 
be in operation and prepared to accept 
commercial. and other messages about 
the end of October.

Can Identify Apple 
Trees By Their Leaves 


New Method of Identification Will 
Prove of Importance 

‘The idenUfication of virrieties of ap- 
ple trees, previous to bearing, from 
the character of the leaves, is being 
undertaken by the Hortfeultural Divi- 
sion of the Dominion Experimental 
Farms Branch, according to the report 
of the drector, Up to the present 
time ir has been found possible to 
identify sixteen varieties in thls way. 
A system whereby the varlety may be 
determined from the leaves of the 
tree, and without waiting for the frult, 
will be of great practical value to the 
orchardlst as well as to the nursery- 
man. It not infrequently happens 
that trees prove untrue to name when 
they come into bearing. By the sys- 
tem referred to, it will no longer be 
necessary to wait for five to eight 
years until this stage Is reached, but 
the young orchard may be gone over 
the year afler planting and ufilrue var- 
ievies disco¥ered.

Wheat And Cows 


The Only Sure Foundation For the 
7 Agriculturist Is Mixed Farming ; 
The popular index to prosperity used 

to be the full dinner pail. The farm- 

ers of Minnesota have changed it ta 
the full milk pail. The dairy products 
of Minnesota last year brought in the 
farmers nine times as much as their 
wheat did. The poultry products of 
the state sold for $10,000 000 more 
than its wheat crop. Widespread 

adoption of balanced farming has made 
the state of Minnesota an oasis ot 
prosperity in a one-crop desert. The 
danger that Minnesota now faeces ig 
that the prosperity of the dairy farm- 
ers will induce others to “plunge.” 

What has to be fought is the tendency 

to unbalance farming by trying to de- 

velop dairying too fast. They do not 
have to encourage farmers in Minne- 
sota to keep cows. They have rather 
to discourage them from starting in 
with dairying on too large a scale and 
without adequate previous experience. 

They have learned that the foundation 

of success in agriculture is balanced 

farming, which doesn’t mean all dairy- 
ing any more than it does all grain 
growing. 

We are differently situated In this 
province. ‘There is no present dan- 
ger of farming in Saskatchewan being 
unbalanced by dairying. The dan- 
ger is in the direction of farming re- 
maining unbalanced, as a result of 
the persistence of thousands of farm- 
ers in staking their hopes on grain 
growing alone. Wheat has recently 
touched the highest point since 1921. 
The farmers who had a good crop this 
year and harvested it in good condl- 
tion, will make money out of it. <A 
good many of them will probably in- 
crease their wheat acreago next year 
while others will be induced by the 
present remunerative prices to follow 
their example. Whenever the price 
of wheat reaches a point where it re- 
turns a substantial profit to the pro- 
ducer, a plunge in wheat growing fol- 


‘lows. 


What the farmers of Saskatchewan 
should consider this season ig not the 
high prices a comparatively small 
number of them will receive for their 
wheat, but the predicament in which 
thousands of other farmers find them- 
selves, who had Nttle or no crop or 
whose crop was badly damaged by tho’ 
weather in the cutting or threshing 
stage. Anyone who has been think- 
ing of buying a few cows and pigs and 
chickens and thus making his farm at 
least self-sustaining should not be de- 
terred from doing so by the hope that 
if he plays wheat again next year he 
will win. ‘The story of farming in- 
Saskatchewan during half a> century 
contains: few instances-of men profiting 
{n the end by putting all thelr moncy 
on one number. 

Wheat and other graln growing wilt 
probably conlUinue for many years to 
be the chief and most spectacular fea- 
ture of farming in Saskatchewan; but 
unless it is balanced by dairying and 
poultry and livestock raising it will 
continue to be thé gamble {t has al- 
ways been, The dividends will be 
irregwar and uncertain. A few farm- 
ers may prosper but the many will go 
on the rocks. ‘The sooner every farm 
in the province has some cows and 
pigs and chickens on it the soouer will 
farming in Saskatchewan be placed
